Letitia an architect builder from 8t. Louis and Probably
Husted built about 1845 for Joseph Hoge. This verbal
testimony is verifiled as follows.
Mr. Hoge aprarently was much impressed with
the architecture of Maryland and Virginia and
it 1s assumed that he had a very.definite idea
of the type of house he desired to build in
Galena. The Hoge house resembles the ¥aryland
and Virginia ‘architecture of that period.
Furthermore, the deed shows that he bought the
‘property for $1000 in 1839 and sold it for
#4500 in 1854. This would show the date of the
house as about 1845. The fact that Douglas
'80ld the entire property barely two years after
he bought it would not allow him time to develop
the buildings and grounds.

In recent years the house has been very
poorly adapted to modern regquirements. It stands
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
